A Rapier, the hilt finely chiselled with horsemen and wrestlers, 
the knuckle guard chiselled with a faun, the blade bears the

Another Rapier with chiselled hilt, the guard embellished with 
horsemen and masks and the pommel with figures, 387”., 17th 
Century 


The Baviére of a Salade, of two plates, the deep gorget plate is 
pierced for attachment of lining, the right cheek bears a 
Milanese armourer’s mark, Italian, 15th Century 


A VERY FINE GREEK BRONZE HELMET of superb form, in a remark- 
able state of preservation, the crown is decorated with two 
sharply defined ridges

A FINE EtTruscAN HELMET in very good condition, the skull is 
embossed by two volutes radiating from the pronounced 
central ridge, on each side is a boss, the brim hammered

86 A CLOSE HELMET, the skull with low roped comb, the vizor extend- 
ing well backwards and fitting closely into the bevor, the latter 
pierced on the right side with six apertures for ventilation, 
double gorget plates and plume-holder of latten ; the surface 
is decorated in the Spanish manner with etched bands of strap- 
work containing reclining figures and warriors, German, 16th 
Century

(“ Segretto in Testa’), the doublet of doeskin carefully quilted 
in fine gold thread, the lining of yellow silk; the padding is 
confined to those places where the weight of the armour above 
pressed most heavily ; it fastens down the front with seventeen 
spherical metal buttons ; the skirt is quilted in a chevron pat- 
tern ; the iron skeleton cap was intended to be worn as a hidden 
defence within the civilian headgear, /talian, 16th Century 2

90 A RARE EXECUTIONER’S MASK of pierced iron, around the

91 A Dagger, the hilt of chiselled and gilded steel, the grip of baluster 
form decorated with acanthus leaves, stout grooved blade, 1577., 
Ttalian, 17th Century 
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Another Dagger, the hilt encrusted with silver, drooping quillons 
and ring guard, stout four-sided blade with hollow ricasso, 
French, 16th Century 


A VERY FINE BRAYETTE, or Cod Piece, skilfully hammered 
from a single plate ; it is decorated at centre by a sunken band 
flanked by two bosses, the spring fastener remains, German, 
16th Century 


A Venery Sword, the pommel chiselled as an eagle’s head, the 
grip inlaid with a chequer pattern, the blade engraved with 
hunting scenes, 3047n., 17th Century 


A rare early Boar Sword with cruciform hilt, the ricasso tapers 
towards the hollowed blade expanding at point and intersected 
by a pair of hinged lugs ; it is engraved with a stalking lion, 
457n., German, circa 1520
